. Seventy-five pounds must have been at that time no 
insignificant part of the value of a slave in Pennsyl¬ 
vania at the date of the last enactment. Cotton, which 
gave the poor slave his greater commercial value, did 
not begin to be cultivated in this country to any. 
considerable extent, until some years after the date of 
the last enactment. Thus, during the last century 
we see that our Legislature imposed a heavy penalty 
for selling: a slave out of the State. And, on the 
other hand, there was do motive for such sale until, 
many years after, the demand for cotton made the 
slave more valuable than at the North. There was 
no motive for selling him ; and if sold, it was done in 
defiance of law.

We are content that the dying legacy of our great 
father’s love should not have been dated from a spot 
in Pennsylvania, although, from that hour to this, 
Pennsylvania, we trust, has never been false to his 
counsels. We are grateful that the address was not 
dated from even the most hallowed spot of Virginia, 
beeause Virginia has shown herself unworthy of him. 
We rejoice especially to remember that with his dying 
hand he wrote himself as simply of the United 
States; and we hold those words to be of happiest 
augury; for those whom Washington, when hejeft 
us, pronounced United, man shall never put Blun¬ 
der. What, then, is the Pennsylvania greeting 
that we would give to our distinguished guest 
to-night ? 

Let me turn back the hand upon the dial plate of 
time just eighty-four years, wanting a few months, 
and let us go with him to a very modest room, where 
on the first day of September, 1780, the Legislature 
of the State of Pennsylvania sits in general Assembly.

_are the work of an Almighty hand. We find, in the dis- 1 

tribution of the human species, that the most fertile as 
well as the most barren parts of the earth are inhabited by 
men of complexions different from ours and from esen 
other, from whence we may reasonably, as well as re¬ 
ligiously, infer that Ho who placed them in their various 
situations hath extended equally his care and protecton to 
all, and that it becometh not ns to counteract his mercies. 
We esteem it a peculiar blessing granted to ns that we are 
enabled this day to add one more step to universal civilisa¬ 
tion by removing as much aa possible the sorrows of thoso 
who have lived in undeserved bondage, and from « hich, by 
tbe assumed authority of the Kings of Great Britain, no effec¬ 
tual, legal relief conld be obtained. Weaned by a long 
course oi experience from those narrow prejudices and 
partialities we had Imbibed, we find our hearts enlarged 


, without incurring sny social danger, and „,, 
cuniary loss, the Northern States got rid of slavery.’

Snch was the legislation of Pennsylvania eighty 
years ago. How was her course regarded by the 
great statesmen of the day—men of the slave States 
themselves ? Was the abolition act of Pennsylvania 
unnoticed by Washington ? In the interval between 
the passage of this act and of its supplement, on 
September 9,1786, Washington wrote to John Fen- 
i — Mercer as follows:

our own happy deliverance from that state of unconditional 
submission to which we were doomed by the tyranny of 

ILL I?e it enacted, and it is hereby enacted. That all per- 
oOns, as well negroes and mulattoes as others, who shall be 
bom within this State from and after the passing of l' ' 
Act, shall not be deemed and considered as servants ___ 
life, or slaves ; and that all servitude for life, or slavery

its effrontery or irreverence predominates, 
j'pX-ares that slavery is the natural and moral con- 
iilition of the negro. Perhaps, aware that Washing¬ 
ton and Jefferson discarded the monstroui theory, he 
calmly declares “ that the stone which was rejected 
by the first builders ia become the chief stone of the 
corner in the new edifice." 

Yes, that awful corner-stone was not only rejected 
j the builders of our national fabric, but our 
Washington would not have allowed its continuance i 
even as a miserable blemish upon its surface, had he j 
been able to remove it. You have heard his lan¬ 
guage of despair in his letter to Lafayette ; yet his 
love of justice survived his despair; for in his Fare¬ 
well Address, given to the world ten years later than 
his letter to Lafayette, he uses language which com¬ 
prehends measures not less wise or just than a gene¬ 
ral emancipation : 

“ It will be worthy of a free, enlightened, and, at no dis-l 
tant period, a great nation, to give to mankind the mag¬ 
nanimous and too novel example of a people always guided 
by an exalted justice and benevolence. Who can doubt 
that, in the coarse of time and things, the fruits of such a 
plan would trebly repay any temporary advantage which 
might he lost by a steady adherence to it? Can it be that 
Providence has not connected tho permanent felicity of a 
nation with its virtue! The experiment, at least, is recom¬ 
mended by every sentiment which ennobles human nature. 
Alas! is it rendered impossible by its vices ? ” 

It is as Pennsylvania Abolitionists, who have never 
swerved from the principles of their forefathers, in 
1780, that we greet to-night the distinguished Aboli¬ 
tionist of England. In his letter of reply to the gen¬ 
tlemen who have invited him here to-night, Mr. 
Thompson says frankly that he recognizes among 
the signatures to our letter of invitation the names 
of but few with whom he is personally acquainted. 

We were Pennsylvania Abolitionists, but true 
the compact of the Constitution, and were willing to 
trust the extirpation of slavery in the Southern States 
to that Providence which was working out the great- 
problems of free labor and slave labor side by side.

Indeed, from the time 
that Gen. Jackson, when Louisiana was threatened 
during the last war with Great Britain by an over¬ 
whelming British force, issued his famous appeal to 
the “ noble-hearted, generous free men of color,” for 
so he called them in his proclamation—censoring the 
“ mistaken policy ” before pursued, of exempting them 
from military service, and calling upon them as 
“ Americans ” and “ sons of freedom ” for aid and 
support, our fatherB rallied to arms, and drove tbe 
red coats from the soil. I say, from that time to the 
present, the free colored people of Louisiana have 
always been loyal, and ready and wilting to defend 
the “ Stars and Stripes ’’ (applause). Gen. Butler 
understood this. He knew instinctively who were 
loyal and who were not (renewed applause), on 
whom he could implicitly rely, in whose fidelity he

domains. Our people have had much to endure from 
the British government since this rebellion broke out. 
They have yielded much, and they have suffered 
much, as well in principle as in pride. Their own 
divisions and difficulties have impelled them to ac¬ 
quiesce in demands which, in the hour of their unity 
and strength, would have been rejected with haughty 
scorn; and well and keenly do they remember these 
things. Hence, when they hear the voice of friends 
like George Thompson, Richard Cobden, and John 
Bright, they feel that they have supporters still left 
in an empire which has been too long filled with 
their enemies; and in the glad welcome they give to 
such champions they forget equally their recent hu¬ 
miliations and their former prejudices.

DINNER TO CITIZENS OF LOUISIAN A. 

Several of the leading anti-slavery gentlemen of i 
Boston tendered a complimentary dinner to two co¬ 
lored gentlemen irom New Orleans, named Jean Bap¬ 
tiste Roudanez and'Capt. Arnold Bertonneau, last 
evening, at the Parker House. These gentlemen are 
"ten oi property in New Orleans,Mr. Roudanez being 
machinist and engineer, and Capt. BertonneauH 
Bine merchant. The latter was commissioned Ws 
Captain in the first colored regiment that was formed 
in Louisiana. The fathers of these gentlemen were 
both French, and their mothers African. Messrs. 
Roudanez and Bertonneau left New Orleans on a 
mission to the President, asking that the privilege of 
rotiug u.; s s,i b e given to the colored people of Lou- 
aiana. 

At about 6 o’clock, the company repaired to the 
dining-room, and, after a blessing had been asked by 
the Rev. James Freeman Ciarke, took seats at the 
table. The guests of the evening were seated on 
either side of His Excellency, Gov. Andrew, who 
presided. After an hour or two spent at the table, 
the cloth was removed, and Gov. Andrew arose amid 
tat applause. 

He said that it was a pleasing task to him to 
the. occupant of the chair, in the capacity of host 
the occasion of this friendly and cordial reception 
the friends from Louisiana, the- guests on either 
hand, in whose honor they had assembled (applause).

Three cheers were given for the “ Loyal people of 
Louisiana.” Gov. Andrew then introduced Mr. Jean 
Baptiste Roudanez, who was received with prolonged 
cheers. 

He said that he found himself quite embarrassed 
attempting to address such an assembly as tbe one 
before him. He would try to express his gratitude 
for the compliment paid to himself and friend, by in¬ 
viting them to meet around this festive board (ap¬ 
plause). ^ Our mission with the President, said he, 
was to obtain the elective franchise. He listened at¬ 
tentively to onr address, and sympathized with our 
object—but said he could not aid us on moral 
grounds, only as a military necessity. Our petition 
was then presented to the Senate by your Senator, 

Hon. Charles Sumner (applause), and to the House 
of Representatives by Hcd. George Kelley of Pennsyl¬ 
vania (applause). We shall never fojget the kind¬ 
ness which you hare shown 
would offer a toast: “ T: ' 
trodden *wsd -ppi—eo*. 

The toast was received with cheers, and was drunk 
standing. Capt. Arnold Bertonneau was then intro¬ 
duced by the Governor. He said : 

Before the outbreak of the rebellion, Louisiana 
contained about 40,000 free colored people, and 
312,000 persons held in slavery. In the city of New 
Orleans, there were upwards of 20,000 free persons 
of color. Nearly all the free persons of color read 
and write, many of them being highly educated and 
quite wealthy (applause). The free people have al¬ 
ways been on the side of law and good order, al-' 
ways peaceful and self-sustaining, always loyal (ap¬ 
plause). Taxed on an assessment of more than 
815,000,000—among many other things, for the sup¬ 
port of public school education—debarred the right 
of sending their children to the common schools 
which they have been and are compelled to aid in 
supporting; taxed on tbeir property, and compelled 
to contribute towards the general expense of sustain¬ 
ing the State, they have alwayB been and now are 
prohibited from fexercising the elective franchise. 

When the first fratricidal shot was fired at Sumter, 
and Louisiana had joined her fortunes wiili 'h&cthcr 
seceding States—surrounded by enemies educated in jj--., uo 
belief that “Africans and their descendants had j Fred.

The tyrant who was cruel to his slave was 
summoned before that General, and received proper 
puuishment (applause). The sympathizers with the 
rebellion, who wantonly insulted Union troops, we— 
reminded that they could not do so with safety (i. 

Gentlemen and ladies of color 
dgM allowed to ride in public conveyances, and 
respectfully treated. Boon, however, tbe see- - 
changed. Gen. Butler was removed, and again I

and with all true and loyal citizens of our State 

city, wo regretted the removal of a General who_ 

determined to bring Louisiana back into the Union, 
free as is the State of Massachusetts (great ap¬

While Gen. Banks was at the siege of PortHud- 
__'D, again the city of New Orleans was threatened 
by the enemy, and fears were entertained that tho 
rebel troops would take the city. At the call of Gen. 
: Shepley, the colored people again rallied under the 
banner of the Union, and in forty-eight hours raised 
the first regiment, and were ready for duty (ap¬ 
plause). They were promised the same pay and ra¬ 
tions as other soldiers. At the expiration of forty 
days’ service, we were discharged; and when the 
time for payment arrived, each man being charged 
jfor his uniform, and his wages cut down to 87 per 
month, it was ascertained that each soldier was in¬ 
debted to the government 86.97 (“ Shame 1 Shame ”) 1 
The soldiers composing this regiment are men of bus¬ 
iness and culture, mostly engaged in commercial and 
industrial pursuits, while some are artisans; and 
notwithstanding they closed their places of business, 
quit their various occupations, and joined in the de¬ 
fence of New Orleans, this turn stands charged 
against these soldiers in the books of the General 
government this day. 

Some months ago, Gen. Shepley, the Military Gov¬ 
ernor of Louisiana, issued an order, directing all 
Union male citizens over 21 years to register their 
names, that it might be ascertained who had a right 
*- vote in the reorganization of Civil government in 
. e State of Louisiana. The free colored citizens 
applied for leave to register their names, but were 
refused the right to do so. They applied to the Mili¬ 
tary Governor and to Gen. Banks, without success. 
* - election took place, and no colored citizens were 
mitted to vote. In our struggle to gain tbe^ight to 
e, we were aided and assisted by many of our 
st influential and truly loyal Union citizens. Their 
noble efforts in our behalf we shall never forget. To 
influence the action of those men in Louisiana who 
now control that State, and to obtain the elective 
franchise for our people, we, as delegates of the free 
colored population of Louisiana, visited Washington 
to lay the matter before President Lincoln and the 
Congress of our country. We ask that, in the recon¬ 
struction of the State government there, the right to 
vote shall not depend on the color of the citizen; 
that the colored citizen shall have and enjoy every 
civil, political and religions right that white citizens 
enjoy ; in a word, that every man shall stand equal 
before the law (applause). To secure these rights, 
which belong to every free citizen, we ask the aid 
and influence of every true loyal man all over the 
country. Slavery, the curse of our country, cannot 
exist in Louisiana again (great applause). 

In order to make our State blossom and bloom as 
the rose, the character of the whole people must be 
changed. As slavery is abolished, with it must van¬ 
ish every vestige of oppression. The right to vote 
must be secured ; the doors of our_ public schools 
must be opened, that our children, side by side, may 
study from the same books, and imbibe the same 
principles and precepts from the Book of Books— 
learn the great truth that God “ created of one blood 
all nations of men to dwell on all the face of the 
earth ’’—so will caste, founded on prejudice against 
color, disappear. 

Massachusetts has always been foremost in every 
good work. She, first of all the States, by positive 
law, struck the shackles from the limbs of every 
bondman within her limits. It was Massachusetts 
who first acknowledged the colored man as a citizen, 
and gave him political equality (applause); and

and situation (laughter). He felt in his heart, never- 
thriesa, to say “ it was good to b8 here.” It was a 
stormy day without; but it was a red letter day 
within ; a day that would long be remembered by 
the gentlemen present. He was glad to see tbe 
Governor presiding, and he would say that it was 
just like him, nothing better could be expected of 
him! (Laughter.) Mr. Garrison then followed with 
some remarks of great praise of his Excellency, 
speaking warmly of the part he had taken in regard 
to colored troops. In tbe interviews which he had 
had with the guests, Mr. Garrison said that he had 
noticed their self-reapect, their dignity, and the noble 
regard which they feel for their oppressed brethren. 
Vt e mean, said the speaker, to have justice done we 
mean to recognize every man as man according to 
bis moral worth and character, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific (applause). The changes which have 
taken place during the past three years may well bo 
called miraculous. Mr. Garrison spoke of the 
manner in which slavery was gradually being 
crashed, and took a very hopeful view of national af¬ 
fairs. 

The “ John Brown Song ” was sung, Mr. 8. B. 
Noyes, of Canton, leading, and all the gentlemen 
joining in the chorus. His Excellency introduced 
Fred. Douglass as tho “ distinguished representative 
of almost emancipated Maryland.” Mr. Douglass’* 
address was quite long and full of deep thought. He 
argued that the prospect was not so sanguine until 
the government would recognize the colored soldier 
on the same fooling as the white soldier. His re- 
marks were frequently interrupted by applause. 

Speeches were subsequently made by Rev. James 
Freeman Clarks, Major Burt, George S. Hale, Esq., 
Collector Goodrich, Edward S. Atkinson, Esq.. Hon.

SLA VE-HUNTING IN TENNESSEE. 

Correspondence ofThe Tribune. 

Knoxville, E. T., March 25. 
The departing ghost of slavery in Tennessee still 
torments and rends tbe Commonwealth. The delusion 
that the Fugitive Slave law is still in full force and 
effect; that absconding negroea may be hunted at 
will, caught, handcuffed, walloped, and transported 
beyond the military lines by masters or claimants, 
all according to law and the Constitution, and that 
the officers of the army may or must assist in the ne¬ 
farious business, still haunts the minds of some 
people. 

Yesterday, Knoxville experienced the delights of one 
of those old-fashioned slave-hunts, which strongly re¬ 
vived the recollection of Anthony Burns, of Wm. and 
Ellen Craft, and of George Kirk, onoe so famous in 
the courts of Massachusetts and New Fork. The 
claim, the hunt, tbe capture, the rescue, with the im¬ 
prisonment of the brother of the rescued slave, with 
all the stage effects and slda bows, were gotten up 
Sa/ei'G-K??0,l r . e K r . et to „ aa y. for the bgnefupi a United 
n associate of Parson Brownlow." ” “ r 
Having, some time stice, leased bis farm and negroes 
i an overseer named Pierce, living about eleven miles 
from Knoxville, Mr. Heiskell, now far advanced in 
years, findsmore congenial or more profitable employ¬ 
ment in the office of the Assistant Agent of the Trea¬ 
sury Department here. In consequence of the war and 
its attendant convulsions in Tennessee, Pierce by de¬ 
grees found himself deserted by tbe large majority of 
his negroes, who, tired of working longer without 
wages, sought employment in Kcoxville, where some 
of them went into the hospitals, and others engaged 
as servants and family help. Decent usage and the 
offer of wages would, no doubt, have kept most of 
them at home. The farming season approaching, 
Pierce found it necessary to have some hands to work, 
and, accordingly, bethought him of his fugacious ne¬ 
groes, who, poor creatures, were wandering like 
eheep without a shepherd away from their master’s 
house, filling their bellies with the husks the Yankees 
eat. Anxious to restore them to the protection of the 
patriarchal roof, solejy for their own good, Pierce 
came to Knoxville—ft was not his first visit upon a 
similar errand—and sought and promptly obtained 
the cooperation of Mr. HeiskeU, the leasee of the life 
and property, for catching and restoring it to the 
“ old plantation.” 

Mr. Heiskell applied to the military authority for 
permission to take certain servants of his to his 
house. These servants were represented as vagrants, 
roaming the streets without employment; he and bis 
wife were old, and needed their assistance. Nothing 
was said of an overseer and a distant plantation. 
With a warning not to disturb any able-bodied adult 
person, any servants oi the officers, or any employees 
in the hospitals, Heiskell received a simple permit to 
take to bis residenee four certain named persons. This 
paper contained an indorsement that no officer or sol¬ 
dier should interfere. The preliminaries being now all 
settled, Heiskell handed the paper over to Pierce, 


whose first act was in violation of the conditions oi 
which be bad received the permit. He applied first 
to Major Shannon, commanding the 1st U. S. Colored 
Artillery (heavy), for information and assistance, ex¬ 
hibiting his paper. The Major immediately pointed 
out the express prohibition it contained against his 
j interfering in the case, and gave Pierce a valuable 
lecture upon agriculture, the beat kinds of manure, the 
most profitable farm help, and the way to keep them, 
with a few slight hints upon the mission of the Army 
of the Union in Tennessee, informing Pierce that one 
of its duties was not to capture runaway slaves—all 

Being dull of apprehension, Pierce next applied 
to some soldiers, one of whom was lately detailed as - 
assistant hangman in the execution of a spy. But 
Pieree mistook his man. The soldier who hung the 
last spy had no li kin g for the business of negro-catch¬ 
ing, and politely hinted to Pierce that he was at 
liberty to emigrate to a certain sulphurous region 
which shall be nameless. Failing of any aid or com¬ 
fort from the military, Pierce undertook the great 
work unaided, and visiting the house of “ Bob ’’found 
“ James ” hui brother, a boy about sixteen years of 
age, and carried hrm by force to Heiskell’s house.

The slave’s outcries 
were smothered by the closed room and shut win¬ 
dows, a faint scream only reaching the ear on the 
street. “ Bob,” however, followed his brother to the 
house, and, hearing his cries of agony, became greatly 
excited. 

The two stalwart, chivalrous Tennesseeans having 
finished the flagellation, tied James with a rope, hand 
and foot, to the bed post, and left him without food or 
water. Two or three other slaves, who had been seized 
by Pierce, were also supposed to be confined in 
the house at the same time, and two or more coidi*** 
belonging to the body-guard or escort 
Carter, Provosl-Marshal-General of East Tennessee 
stood guard about the premises. J ennesse ,

Taking advantage of a very dark evening, and a 
temporary absence of vigilance on the part of the 
guard perhaps not wholly -unintentional, “Bob” 
brought a ladder, and placed it beneath the window.
